Dublin, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)— 
An olf family, fued, founded on 
trouble caused by negroes, alleged 
improper relations between a Dex- 
ter merchant and a woman. which 
resulted in the latter’s expulsion 
from the town’s Baptist church, 
and disputes over business transac- 
tions are all entwined in the in- 
vestigation by federal agents of U. 
G. B. Hogan, prominent banker and 
farmer residing thirteen miles from 
here, on allegations oof several 
white men that peonage exists on 
his large plantation and that sev- 
eral negroes have béen murdered 
there. si 

For more than a week official re- 
ports have been: emehating from 
District Attorney Hooper Alexan- 
fer’s offices and the federal bureau 


-of investigation tn Atlanta to the 


effect that they had received in- 
formation that a second “murder 
had been located in south 
Georgia. Agents of the bureau ar- 
wived in Laurens: county last Tues- 
ay and remained here until Sat- 

day, when it was authoritatively 
arged that the Hogan plantation 

s the plantation they had investi- 
gated. 

Cases Probed, Says Hogan. 

While admitting to a Constitu- 
tion correspondent this afternoon 
that three negroes had met their 
death on his plantation, Hogan as- 
serted there was nothing “shady” 
about these cases and that all had 
been investigated by officials. 

He declared that the investigation 
last week was, the résult of a con- 


. Spiracy of four men to ruin him 


and that he was } ready at any time 
to face his accusers. 

“Three charges that negroes have 
been murdered on my farm at my ) 
iustructions are lies,” he said. “Il 
knew federal authorities were in- 
vestigating my farm last week and 
I sent word to them to come out to 
see me. [I never saw anything of 
them. They were sent here as the 
result of a frame-up of four men 
to ruin me. 

“I know exactly the men who re- 
ported here. Hogan named three 
prominent Dexter men and a man 
from another county. 

“I don’t mind telling you the trou- 
ble that caused them to write of- 
ficials. I don’t know what peonage 
is, but I do know that no negroes 
have been murdered here at my in- 
structions. Some blacks have 
been killed on and near the farm, 
however, but their deaths were in- 
vestigated. 

Tells of Killings. 

“John. Whipple, who had shot at 
me and for whom I had issued a 
warrant, was killed by officers of 
the law when he resisted arrest. 
This happened several years ago. 

“Short Robinson killed another 
negro by the name of Mincey about 
ten years ago, and Thomas was 
found drowned in a well. I was 
not on the farm at the time his 


body was found, and the matter 
was ‘properly handled by officjals 
of the law.’ 

The farmer was seated in an auto 
in front of his residence, which is 
one of the most beautiful and mod- 
ern in Laurens county. The house 
is situated on the top of a long, 
sloping hill. For several miles 
around, one views a stretch of high- 
ly cultivated land, green with oats 
corn and other crops. 

“Took at this.” continued Hogan. 
with a smile and gesture toward 
the many acres, “do you think I 
would work for years to build up 
such a farm and then risk losing it 
by killing negroes?”

Washington, May 1—The Knox 
peace resolution will be considered 
by the house and the emergency 
tariff bill and immigration restric- 
tion by the senate in this, the 
fourth week of the extra session of 
congress. Establishment of a fed- 
eral budget system will”aiso prob- 
ably be considered in the house. 

Adoption by’ the house of. the 
declaratory peace measure is not 
expected before next week. The 
Knox resolution, adopted yesterday 
by the senate by the more than 
two-to-one vote of 49 to 23, will 
be transmitted to the house tomor- 
row -for reference to the foreign 
affairs committee. At least a week 
cf committee deliberations in con- 
nection with the substitute resolu- 
tion of Chairman Porter for a dec- 
laration of peace without repealing 
ing evar resolutions is expected. 

Right of way in the senate this 
week is to be given the emergency 
tariff and immigration -restriction 
bills. Chair n Penrose, of- the 
finance committee, has given no- 
tice that he will call up the tariff 
bill tomorrow or Tuesday. Although 
he hopes for passage of the bill 
this week, other leaders predict two 
of more weeks of debate. Little 
discussion of the immigration bill is 
expected and leaders plan to- send 
it to conference early this week, 
possibly byits passage tomorrow. 

Army Money Bill. ; 

The army appropriation bill, -fix- 
ing the size of the regular estab- 
lishment for the new fiscal year, 
probably will be passed by the 
house on Tuesday, with further 
fighting scheduled between ‘aAdvo- 
cates of an army of 150,000 men, 
now provided, and those ufrging.

Workers’ Leaders Declare 
Action Is -Result of 
“Lockout”--Engineers to 
Observe License Rules. 


‘washington. May 1.—Seamen at 
all Atlantic ports are leaving their 
ships in protest against wage re- 
ductions. according to Andrew Fur- 
useth, president of the Internationa] 
Seamen’s union. 

Reports which he has received, 
he said, show that a complete walk- 
out is in progress, which will para- 
lyze shipping. Working agree- 
ments have expired, Furuseth ex- 
plained, and the men are refusing 
to sign contracts containing a 15 
per cent wage reduction. 

The 15 per cent reduction was or- 
dered on all povernment owned 
craft by Admiral W. S. Benson, 
chairman of the United States ship- 
ping board, following the failure 
of negotiations here between work- 
ers and ship operators. Operators 
sought a 25 per cent reduction, but 
agreed to“accept 15 per cent at the 
behest of Benson. ‘Workers refused, 
unless they were given guarantees 
covering working conditions. 

President Harding has given no 
indication that he proposes to in- 
tervene, as asked by Furuseth and 
William S. Brown, president of the 
Marine Engnieers’ Benevolent as- 
sociation. They are hopeful, how- 
ever, that the president will act to 
prevent what they hold will be the 
demdralization of the merchant ma- 
rine.

New York. May 1. — Although 
union leadérs deciared tonight that

modified. 

The three organizations were the 
International Seamen’s Union, the

At all three meetings, the marine 
workers voted to réship only on 
vessels offering the former wage 
scale with former conditions. which 
have: been refused by private own-

Union leaders hére term the sus- 
pension of work a “lockout” and de- 
elare that the owners are attempt- 
ing to restore the twelve-hour day 
without payment for vvertime. This, 
the: union men insist, amounts in 
reality to a wage cut of 40 to 40, 
rather than 15 per cent. 

Thomas B. Healy, business agent 
for the Marine Engineers’ Beneficial 
association, one of the organiza- 
tions which voted to reject the ship- 
ping board proposal, declared the 
engineers weuld observe the con 
ditions imposed by their license 
before quitting their ships. The 
conditions require the engineers to 
give twenytfour hours’ notice and 
to leave al! machinery in their care 
in good condition. 

Healey predicted that 6,000 engi- 
neers would leave their ships with. 
in twenty-four hours.

The statement of Senator Wat- 
son is of peculiar importance in 
view of the fact that he was quoted 
in these columns two days before 
the senate vote on the Knox. reso- 
lution as being-opposed te it. The 
full statement of Senator Watson 
follows, and is an interesting and 
highly learned discussion of the 
whole subject from his viewpoint: 

Letter From Watson. 

“My Dear Mr. Hollomon: 

“Your favor received, and I 
beg to say that I had already 
written. for The Columbia Sen- 
tinel. an editorial on the Knox 
resolution in which I take upon 
myself the entire Blame for the 
mistake made in your special to 
The Atlanta Constitution.

Riga, lLevitia, May 1.—Captain 
Emmet Kilpatrick, the American 
Red Cross worker in the hands of 
the Russian bolsheviki, was trans- 
ferred last week from a compara- 
tively comfortable war prisoner’s 
camp at Moscow, to the “Tcheka” 
prison, by order of the extraordinary 
committee, according to Mme. Scala, 
head of the Czecho-Siovak Red Cross 
in Moscow, who arrived in Riga) 
today. 
The transfer of Captain Kilpatrick 
to this prison, which is a solitary 
celled lock-up, where “third de- 
gree” methods are used by the com- 
mitte to wring confessions from in- 
mates, was due, according to the be- 
lief expressed in Riga, to the escape 
from another prison camp of Cap- 
tain. Merion Cooper, an American, 
who was a member of the Polish 
Kosclusko aerial squadron.

DECREASE SHOWN 


IN U.S. BUSINESS 
FAILURES IN WEEK 


After recent weeks of increase, 
commercial failures in the United 
States last week disclose reduction, 
numbering 330. This makes a de- 
crease of 41 from the 371 defaults 
reported to R. G. Dun & Co. .the 
preceding week, and of 20 from the 
350 insolvencies of three weeks ago. 
In the corresponding week of = 
year, however, the failures number- 
ed only 132. 

Most of the falling off in defaults 
last week, as comparedse with the pre- 
ceding week, is in the south, where 
the.number is 53 smaller. A slight 
reduction also appears in the east, 
but the west reports 13 more in- 
solvencies, and the Pacific,states 1 
more. With the decreased total of 
failures, those for $5,000 or more of 
liabilities in each cases how a de- 
cline of 173, as against 202 the pre- 
ceding week. The proportion of the 
failures for $5,000 or over to the to- 
tal number its also lower at 652.4 
per cent, ‘which compares with 54.4 
per cent two weeks ago. A year ago, 
on the other hand, the ratio of such 
defaults was 43.2 ‘per cent. 

Numbering 32, insolvencies in the 
Dominion of Canada last week also 
disclose reduction, the number the 
preceding week having been 439. 
Three weeks ago, the number was 
43, while there were only 10 Cana- 
dian failures in the last week. of

Stabilized, Says | 


Reserve Board 


' Washington, May 1.—While busi- 
ness recovery is proceéding slow- 
ly, an improved feeling in many 
sections of the country with regard 
to the business situation and out- 
look is in evidence, according to 
the analysis of the federal reserve 
board. 

“While there is still} much un- 
certainty as to when the readjust- 
ment now in process may be ex- 
pected to reach its end,” said a 
statement by the board, “and 
while the business situation in 


some sections of the country and 
in some fields of industry is still 
beset with difficulties, some of 
the recent factors of uncertainty 
are either being eliminated or are 
of diminishing importance.” 

The board finds that the fal! 
of wholsesale prices, which has 
been continuous in recent months, 
appears to be in process of arrest. 
Prices are reported as showing a 
“greater degree of stability” than 
before, and buyers are evidencing a 
willingness to regard present levels 
as a satisfactory basis for deal- 
ings. 

The board cites these things as 
factors retardiug readjustment of 
retail prices, high transportation 
charges, wages and relatively high 
prices of such important basic com- 
modities as coal and steel. 

“The most’ important immediate 
point at which the readjustment 
process appears to be ‘sticking’ is 
the retail price situation,” says the 
board. 

The board, my means of a special 
inquiry, found. that labor is partic- 
ipating in readjustment, but the 
degree of participation is found 
unequal in different sections of the 
country, and as between different 
lines of industry. Wage readjust- 
ments are found greatest in un- 
skilled’ and unorganized lines of 
work. and in industries most af- 
fected by the existing depression.
